After spending two montas in Ja- 
pan, Korea and Manchuria studying 
trade and treaty conditions with 
special reference to the Manchurian 
railway question, Lindsay Russell, a 
lawyer of New York and president of 
the Japan Peace Society, arrived at 
the Hotel Alexandria yesterday on his 
way home. 

Russell was sent on the special mis- 
sion by the society, which was or- 
ganized seven years .ago for the pur- 
pose of premoting tavorable treaty 
relations between the United States 
and Japan. The socicty has grown 
rapidly until now it is composed of 
$00 leading business men in‘all parts 
of the country. 
Russell was the ‘Aonor guest at 
many banquets given by high Japan- 
ese officials and granted passes over 
all\the railroads of Korea and Man- 
churia. He was decorated with the 
order of the sacred treasure by the 
‘Emperor, one feature of which. en- 
tities him .to a Japanese. military, fu- 
neral, which ‘is considered a rT 
honor to be granted to a foreig 

At Tokio Russell delivered a pre 
dress on the Manchurian question 
Asso- 
a society compvused of foreign 
and local newspaper men. Seventy 
members of tue arsociation heard the 
address, which was pronounced an 
able discussion of the problem.

ELECTRICIANS VIEWS BACKED 


BY WORKS BOARD. 


Poles and Wires in Large Arca \ro 
to Be Put Under Ground, and Of- 
ficials Expect Work Will Be Com- 
pleted Within Year on Plan Al- 
ready Adoptcd. 


Poles and wires will be placed un- 


@erground on over three and a half 


miles of streets, in additien to the 


present conduit district, if the report 
made by City Electrician Manahan to 


the Board of Public Works be adopt- 
ed. The Board of Public Works ap- 
proved Manahan's suggecstion 
transmitted his report to the 
Ceuncil yesterday afternoon. 

The present conduit district of the 
city extends from the Plaza tv Ninth 
street; north and south, and east and 
west from Los Angeles street to Hill, 
roughly speaking, and also along 
First street from Los Angcles to Santa 
Fe avenue, Fifth from Los Angeles to 
Central avenue, and Third from Santa 
Fe avenue to Los Angeles. This 
cleans up al! the approaches to the 
different railway stations and the cen- 
ter of town. . 

The City Electrician's new recom- 
mendations are as_ follows: Third 
street, from Los Angeles to Santa Fe 
avenue, .74 of a mile; Third street, 
from Figueroa to the west end of the 
tunnel, .14 of a mile; Fourth trom 
los Angeles to San Pedro, .10 of a 
mile; Seventh from Hill to Figueroa, 
.37 of a mile; Seventh from Los An- 

eles to San Pedro, .29 of a mile; 
ighth from Hill to Figueroa, .27 of 
a mile: Ninth from Main to Maple, 
.17 of a mile; Ninth from Olive to 
Figueroa, .30 of a mile; Clay from 
Second to Fourth, .24 of a mile; Olive 
from Fifth to Ninth, .40 of a mile; 
Hope, for 300 fect north of Sixth 
street, .06 of a mile; Maple 
from Fifth to Sixth, .03 of a 
mile; New High street from Temple 
street to Sunset boulevard, .29 of a 
mijl¢. The total, as given by the Board 
of Public Works, will be 3.69 miles. 

“We have approved this report.” 
saya the Board of Public Works in 
its letter to the City Counci! accom- 
panying Manahan's report, “after an 
examination ef the city. We recom- 
metid that the portions of the strects 
mentioned be added tv the present 
vonduit district.'’ 

The City Electrician believes that 
the addition of these streets to the 
conduit district will make an impres- 
sive effect on the visitor from ether 
parte of the country, as it will be a 
general] cleaning up of the city in the 
central districts. The plan has been 
to gtart with the congested districts 
and then reach out over the most gen- 
erally-traveled strects. 

“I expect that the work, should it 
be approved by the Council,” said 
Manahan yesterday evening, “wil! be 
completed within a year.” 

Under the present ordinance, the 


City Council ts directed to add two, 


miles of street every year to the con- 
duit district, but Moneta avenue has 
eiready been approved, involving sev- 
eral years, and now the City Electr!- 
clan aske for 3.69 miles more. Dep- 
uty City Attorney Robertson, however, 
bas advised the Council that the two- 
mile annual limitation is merely an 
ordinance affair and another ordi- 
nance can change it.

RY SUITS OVER 
WET CONTENTION. 


DAMAGES ASKED FOR FILL AT 


LOS ANGELES HARBOR. 


Hundred Thousand Demanded by 
Man Who Asserts His WUarbor 
Frontage Was Affected by Develop- 
ment Work—City Exndcavoring to 
Get Possession by Condemnation. 


Yesterday the legal underbrush 
Was cleared away and the sult of A. 
S. Koyer against Randolph H. Miner, 
the Soutnaern Pacific Company, the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
the Pacific Electric Company and H. 
BE. Huntington for $100,000 damages 
by reason of the Miner fill at San 
Pedro will come to trial February 
15 next. 

This suit was started in July of 
last year and has passed through the 
various stages of demurrers, answers 
and cross-complaints. Koyer, who in 
1902 bought a 600 foot frontage on 
the outer harbor in San Pedro and 
adjoining San Pedro street, alleges 
that the Miner fill has shut him off 
from access to deep water. His land 
was bougat before the city of San 
Pedro deeded to Miner 150 acres of 
tidelands immediately in front of 
Koyer’s property, and between it and 
deep water. Later a , barbed wire 
fence was buik in front of Koyer’s 
property by the Miner Interests. 
Previous to this Koyer had protested 
to the City of San Pedro that it had 
no right to grant these tidelands to 
Miner. 

The defendants filed demurrer to 
Koyer's complaint which was over- 
ruled. Then followed a  cross-com- 
plaint, the Miner people asserting un- 
der the grant to haye the right to 
about 150 acres and about 7000 feet 
of frontage on deep water. In his an- 
swer Koyer denied taey had any right 
to the grant. A demurrer to this an- 
wer came up before Judge Houser 
n Department 3 of the Superior Court 
yesterday. Koyer objected to hear- 
ing it because it was not filed in time. 
The objection was sustained. Then 
the Miner people filed a motion to 
atrike out a portion of Koyer’s answer 
to the cross-complaint and Judge 
Hiouser refused to do this. The mat- 
ter then having reached its legal end 
as a preliminary skirmish went over 
for trial. 

The contention of the defendants is 
that Koyer’s land has been benefitted 
by tae fill instead of damaged and 
that he has ample access to deep wa- 
ter by one of several streets. 

The City of Los Angeles is endeav- 
oring to obtain possession by quiet 
title suit of the Miner fill, and con- 
demnation proceedings are now pend- 
ing in Department § against the Koyer 
property.

(THE POOR MAN'S CHANCE. 


It is an inspiration to every poor boy 
in America to read the story of the retire- 
ment of J. C. Stubbs from service in the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company. This 
story has appeared as a kind of serial dur- 
ing the past year. 

Mr. Stubbs resigns his position at the 
head of the traffic department of the whole 
Harriman system of railroads and as one 
of the vice-presidents of that great corpora- 
tion at the age o1 65 years to retire to pri- 
vate life. He does this, as he says himself, 
because, for over -forty years he has worked 
intensely hard and he wants to have the 
rest of his time for himself.. His declining 
years are to be spent at beautiful Ashland, 
in the southern part of the State of Oregon, 
the place of his nativity. He was born 
there sixty-five years ago, the son of a farm- 
er of small possessions. 

In retiring he carries with him a pension 
from the corporation he has served during 
all these years supposed to amount to $18.- 
000 per annum. This pension comes to him 
mostly as a half of his salary at the time 
of his retirement, which amounted to $36,- 
000 a year. 

Going back twenty years or so, Mr. 
Stubbs’s salary was $25,000 a year, when 
his connections were with the Southern Pa- 
cific alone. For years he had been draw- 
ing $10,000 a year, when a Wisconsin rail- 
road company took him away from the Cali- 
fornia corporation by offering him a salary 
of $15,000 a year, 50 per cent more than he 
was drawing. After a period of not many 
months the California railroad called him 
back from Milwaukee to San Francisco with 
a@ salary of $25,000 a year. , 

When this happened Mr. Stubbs was a 
little more than 40 years of age and had 
been already in the employ of the railroad 
for nearly twenty years. He began as a 
clerk at the very bottom of the ladder and 
it §s reported that his salary at first was 
$30 a month. He came into that humble 
position an utter stranger syrrounded by 
nothing but strangers. His advancement 
began promptly and continued steadily step 
by step as outlined above. His promotion 
was the result of steady, faithful service 
rendered to his employers. It would not be 
fair to say that any young man can enter 
a similar position and work out infallibly 
similar results. There is no doubt that 
Stubbs was endowed with unusual gifts of 
mind. He took naturally to railroading and 
grasped all the intricacies of its science 
with unusual facility. But it is entirely fair 
to say that he achieved the great results of 
his life solely through his own efforts and 
upon his personal merits.

cover, and their buying carried prices up
